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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 3 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 3, 
line 6, recites "...wherein the second socket is positioned slightly lower than the second 
socket.." This appears to be typographical error. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 5 would be allowable if amended or rewritten in order to resolve the 
objection as set forth above. 

Claims 1-2, 4, and 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record failed to teach or suggest a 
lamp structure having a first and a second sockets alternately and juxtaposediy 
integrated with one another and each having an^jpper rim, a bottom hole and a pair of 
insertion grooves in opposing inner walls, wherein the first socket is positioned slightly 
higher than the second socket as set forth in claim 1 . Claim 4 is allowed because being 
depended on claim 1 . 

Claim 2 is allowed because the prior art of record failed to teach or suggest a 
lamp structure having a first, a second and a third sockets alternately and juxtaposediy 
integrated with each other each having a pair of Insertion grooves in opposing inner 
walls, wherein the second socket is positioned slightly outward and higher than the first 
and third socket as set forth jn daim 2. 
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Claim 6 is allowed because the prior art of record failed to teach or suggest a 
lamp structure having a first and a second sockets alternately and juxtaposedly 
integrated with one another and each having an upper rim, a bottom hole and a pair of 
insertion grooves in opposing inner walls, wherein the first socket is positioned slightly 
higher than the second socket as set forth in claim 6.
